As a condition of granting this request, and as evidence that he, Wolff, 
meant business, 1 sent word through General Wolff* s emissaries that I de- 
sired the release to me in Switzerland of Ferruccio Farri and another brave 
Italian patriot held a prisoner by the Germans*

15. The considerations underlying my request for the release of 
Ferruccio Parri are given in my answer to question H. At the time of the 
release General Wolff requested nothing as a condition of his release esccept 
the personal interview which I had agreed# in principle to give, if Parri was 
released.

19* Upon the release of Ferruccio Parri in Switzerland I took all 
possible measures to induce him not to return to North Italy pending the 
liberation of the country as I felt that his earlier return and possible atten- 
dant publicity or recapture might adversely affect the pending and delicate 
German surrender negotiations. The fact of Parri 1 ® release was initially 
kept a close secret and in North Italy was known only to a few high Nazi 
officials.

21. Shortly after the release of Parri, General Wolff importuned me 
to secure the release by the Allied forces of one or two German or Italian 
prisoners. The reason given me for the request was that General Wolff was 
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in trouble with Himmler and the German High Command for what appeared to 
be the gratuitous release of Parri. H one or two German or Italian pris- 
oners were to be released by the Allies# General Wolff* a theory was that he 
could then explain Parri*© release as a normal exchange of prisoners*
